‘THE GREAT PROBLEM OF THE 
NEAR EAST. 


Tho morning of a great awakening ix slowly 
coming in the Near East. Tho long night of 
Orient slumber is over. The Sultah may talk 
of retiring to Baghdad upon the fall of the 
Ottoman Empire in Europe, bat Europe—albeit 
in eager rivalry—is coming before him ints) 
the Mesopotamian plains through the gates of 
the Taurus mountains, from’ Julfa and Aska 
bad, while Groat Britairl, who has long stood 
bn guard in the south, is coming on from 
Quetta through Beluchistan, 

Into, that narrow area of. Western Asia, 
shut in between the Indian frontier and the 
Mediterranean, is lowing the rival political 
and commercial energiewand interests of the 
Great Powers of Europe, Each ‘oni is secking 
to rivet its influence upon this region by 
the steel fotters of the railway. In. each 
env the aims of Rasta and Germany have 
been to gain the waters of the Indian Ocean 
by the Persian Gulf, while the policy of Great 
Britain has been to check any rival advance in 
this direction. Now if we wish to anderatand 
the situation it will be well to look at it from 
allsides. In this railway race to the Gulf 
Germany has started from Konich in Asia 
Minor; Russia from Jalfa. south of the 
Cavensus and Askabad in Turkestan; Great 
pBritain is working westward from Quetta,

Mesopo- 
tamia, whether regarded from a politieal or 
cosimercial standpeint, must confer upon the 
proprietary power a dominant influence in the 
districts traversed by the line. Thus we had 
proposal the other day by France to interna- 
tionalise the Baghdad line. 

This is a wise and fair suggestion for the 
solation of an inevitably difficult problem ; 
wise because it will avert much regrettable 
bitterness and hostility ; fair becans® the Ger- 
mans cannot carrythrough their task without 
the assistance of France and Great Britain ; 
and also because the valleys of the Euphrates 
and Tigris have acquired quite as much inter- 
national interest and importance as the affairs 
of Morocco, in which Germany recently 
thought proper to intervene. 

Ono of the first uses of the line will be to 
bring down a stream not only of Gersban manu- 
facturers, but of German colonists, In fact, the 
German Government with the Colonial Sopiety 
have already formulated a scheme to settle 
compact bodies of German colonists at various 
slected points on or near the railway, after 
the successful Jaffa and Haif plan, and then 
to obtain local self-government, ‘which will 
soon include the inhabitants of the territory 


it, wit 
making the Near East boom and buzz with their 
abopniling energies, swarming down to Pules- 
tine, perhaps to Egypt, perhaps through Persia 
to India—who knows I" 

This, says the “Pall Mall Gazette”, is 
the insidious peril — the Germanisation 
ofthe Near East —which lies behind the 
Baghdad Railway schome.

Russia, equally recognising the Teuton 
menace, shows a strong disposition to agree 
with us betiines over our respective sphores in 
Persia. This helps to xtrengthen our position in 
Western Anis, already’a powértul one. Por we 
‘control Egypt, the Red Sea, and in a great 
measure the Saez Canal. Our influence pre. 
dominates along the coasts of Arabid, in 
Southern Persia, and the regions betwee the 
}mouths of the Shatal-Arab right up to Bagh. 
dad. It will, therefore, be due to our own 
criminal folly if we tolerate any uvurpation of 
our long-founded commercial and political 
ts in this quarter, 

Ve must insist upon a yoice in tho develop 
ment of Mesopotamia comparable with tho 
overwhelming preponderance of our interests, 
and for this purpose upon fall and completo 
control of the waters high up where the heads 
of the irrigation canals are taken off from the 
rivers, Unless, therefore, we are to oppose 
the whole scheme, we must stand by our right 
to control the entire section of the line from 
the northern confinés of the Baghdad province 
—not merely from Baghdad city—to the north 
of M aul down to the Persian Gulf, 

Moreover, we recognise it to be only fair 
that the interest of France and Russia should 
be considered ax well as our own and those of 
Germany, It is for this reason that we wel- 
come the recent. Fretich proposal to inter. 
natioualise the line as affording the best 
uarantes for the pencrfal development of the 
Ubdertaking and the best safeguard for the 
interert of all concerned,
